IT IS ORDERED that: 


ROLLS BUILDING 


1. The White Appeal and the Roden Appeal each be dismissed 





2. Mr Wagner shall pay Mr White the costs of the White Appeal on the standard basis to be the 
subject of detailed assessment, if not agreed. 

3. Mr Wagner shall pay Mr White the sum of £63,600 on account of the costs ordered at 
paragraph 2 above. 

4. Mr Wagner shall pay Mr Roden the costs of the Roden Appeal on the standard basis to be the 
subject of detailed assessment, if not agreed. 

5. Mr Wagner shall pay Mr Roden the sum of £13,989 on account of the costs ordered at 
paragraph 4 above.
